Albert Tamer, the Negro Murderer, 
Hung in the Jail Yard at Louis- 
Tille This Morning. 


LOTJISVILIIB, July 1.—Albert Turner, 
one of the negro murderers of Jennie 
Bowman, was hanged in the county jail 
yard at 6:32 this morning. 
He was 
strangled to death, the body being cut 
down about twenty minutes after the 
trap was sprung. 
Only about fifty peo- 
ple were admitted to the yard, but about 
2,000 assembled in the vicinity. During 
the prayer, which immediately pro- 
ceeded the fall of the trap. Turner gazed 
at the crowd about him unconcernedly 
and went to his death without any evi- 
dence of fear. 


His dying statement exculpates Patter-- 
son his accomplice in the murder, who 
is also sentenced to hang, but whose ap- 
peal has not yet been heard by the court 
of appeals.

I hope not 
another one of you will ever walk on the 
scaffold. I'll free the man Patterson. 
The man was not with me. That is all 
I have got to say. 
I am willing to die 
now"

There were great crowds at the 
wharf when they came in and they 
cheered when the patrol wagon drove oflF 
with the prisoners.

to a continuance of some six 
months or a year in office under a shift 
in the election law. Judge O'Rourke 
decided against Mr. Griebel and the su- 
preme court concurs, sustaining the 
term of Cotmty Auditor Neizer under 
old rule. Judpre Niblack holds: 
The statute of 1855, fixing the time of 
the commencement of a county auditor's 
term, was impliedly repealed by an in- 
consistent 
constitutional 
amendment. 
There is, consequently, no statute now 
force prescribing when the term of a 
county auditor shall be held to begin. 
On that subject the constitution governs. 
Where there has been an unbroken suc- 
cessii.n of terms from the adoption of 
the constitution until the present time, 
and 
no general 
acquiesence in 
a 
different day or time, the commence- 
ment 
of a county 
auditor's 
term 
dates back and is governed by the time 
at which the term of the auditor who 
was in office when the constitution took 
effect expired. But when the regular 
succession of terms has been broken, 
either by intervening vacancies or other 
incidental causes, the term of a newly 
elected auditor begins when the regular 
four years' term, or the provisional term, 
as the case may be, of his predecessor 
expiree, and this results independently 
of any statute which may have been or 
may hereafter be enacted on the subject.

Another peculiarity in Mexican life 
If} that everybody lives over a shop, if 
the house be of two stories, or uses his 
lower floor for stabling the horses, 
quartering: the servants, eta 
Even 
millionaires often rent the ground floor 
of their swellest residences for business 
purposes, and nobody seems to have 
QQy domestic use for those lower front 
rooms which Amei'icans consider most 
desirable. 


Go to call tipon a bishop, or some 
other 
high dignitary, or upon any 
family of known wealth, and if there be 
not a shoemaker pegging away at his 
bench just inside the front door, or a 
tailor-shoj), or a hair-dressing or black- 
smithing establishment, you are obliged 
to squeeze ¡wist carriages standing in 
the passageway or run the gantlet of 
horses' heels, besides viev/ing the para- 
phernalia of the forever open 
kitchen 
and smelling the next meal's menu. 


Another i)uzzliug phenomenon to the 
foreigner is that every man and woman 
to whom he speaks immediately pre- 
sents him with a residence. 
On being 
introduced to a Mexican he grasps your 
hand witli ardent cordiality and re- 
marks: 
"^fy house is yours; it stands 
in the ciillc do so-and-so, No. —, and is 
<;ntirely at yimv service;" or he informs 
yon with great earnestness that La 
casa de V, ("your house") is such and 
sucli a number; that he shall be of- 
fended if you do not occupy it, and that 
ho and all his famil} are your 
most 
humble servants. 
As ¡probably he has 
just been iutrodu<'ed to you by some 
other casual acipiaiutance, and has en- 
joyed the honor of knowing you not 
more 
tiian five miuutes, he would 
liatnrally be astonished if you took him 
at Jiis word. 
The funniest part of it is 
tliat 
these persons who so recklessly 
lay all they i>ossess at your feet would 
Kcareel.y be aide to recognize you should 
they m(!Ot you next day ; and certainly 
if you 
being of tlie "male persuasion") 
took the liberty of calling at the casa so 
generously ])lacod at your disposal you 
would meet 
with the coldest of wel- 
comes and bo ]»ermitte(l to see none of

The Beaver's instinct. 


An old hunter living in the Crazy 
Mountains, says the San Francisco Cah, 
caught a young beaver soon after its 
birth, and carried it to his cabin, where 
he gradually made a great pet of it. 
As the youngster apjiroached maturity 
he got to ljuilding dams, and each 
morning the hunter 
found his cabin 
ñoor divided by a dam 
that reached 
from wall to wall, the component parts 
of which were firewood, boots, articles 
of clothing, and other movable articles 
in the house that could be reached or 
transported. 
To add to the confusion, 
a basin or bucket of water, if possible, 
was capsized and flooded over the floor. 
This little animal, who had never seen 
a stream or a dam to know either, was 
busily at work engaged in doing what 
his fortifathers had done a thousand 
years before him. 


AVhile all other game or fur-bearing 
animals of the Northwest are likely to 
be exterminated without a dissenting 
voice, the poor little harmless and 
luird-working beaver has found a fast 
friend in the cattlemen 
and herd- 
owners. 
'I'he reason is obvious. In 
this great dry country and climate the 
streams and water-holes on the ranges 
arc few and far between. 
Moisture is 
the cattleman's greatest want. Now, 
a beaver destroys nothing but trees, 
and as there are few of the latter on 
the great treeless plains of Montana, 
the bt avcr <jf necessity lives on shrubs 
and roets, and l)uilds his dam where he 
may. 
This jiist suits the cattleman, 
who finds in the insignificant 
little 
quadrujied, 
compared to his 1,000- 
pound .steers, a most valuable ally in 
providing jjonds and drinking places 
where there were none before. 


Mexican Jewelers' Wonderful Work. 


The gayest of zerapes and the finest 
of rebosos are also manufactured here- 
abouts ; also paper and printed calico. 
The filigree work of the Guadalajaran 
jewelers is simply wonderful, and may 
be seen any day in every stage of 
progress, because in all tropical coun- 
tries, as in the far East, the majoi-ity 
of workmen follow their vocations in 
the open air. The gold -and silver- 
smitiis ply their intricate trade outside 
their little shops, on the street corners, 
anywhere, undisturbed by the dnst and 
confusion around them. 
They 
make 
exquisite bits of ornamentation of the 
gold known in commerce as "etruscan," 
meaning the dark, rich, reddish-yellow 
variety. 
These works are much more 
pojiular in Europe than on this conti- 
nent, and across the Atlantic no collec- 
tion of jewels or ornamentsis considered 
comi>lete without a set of Mexican fili- 
gree work. It is not at all like the 
Florentine or Venetian, and is made 
after an entirely different plan. The 
threads of precious metal aro beaten to 
infinitesimal fineness, twelve wires of 
gold twisted together making a thread 
no thicker than No. 24 spool cotton. 
The wires are all carefully traced on 
sketches or patterns, and the delicate 
manner in which each wire is soldered 
to the other is one of the marvels of 
human skill. 
From earliest days the 
Mexicans have been adej^ts in this kind 
of workmanship, but so behind the 
times are latter-day artificers that in 
imi)rovident Mexico human labor counts 
for next to nothing, and a skilled 
workman 
will toil for weeks over a 
delicate toy which sells for a lew 
shillings.—Letter from 
Mexico,
